go fice for the Security of our Trenches. 

The Night following the Befieged made 

2 Sallies, but were oblig’d to retire by 

the Fire of our Cannon and of the Troops we had in 
the Trenches. “The 3d about Noon, we placd 5 
Mortars on the new Battery tais’d at the Head of the 
Trenches. A few Hours after, the Enemy’s Squa- 
dron fail’d out of the Bay towards the Ocean, one 
Frigate only being left in the Bay. The 4th 3 Mor- 
tars more were plac’d on the new Battery ; and we 
un to caft Bombs into the Town. The stha 
confiderable Number of Men were added to thofe 
that were working on 2 parallel Lines, and a new 


Place of Arms, begun the Day before atthe Head of 


tha Trenches ; the Befieged made a Sally on thofe 
Workmen, bn after a Difpure of a quarter of an 
Hour, were’beaten back into the Place ; and we had 
but 12 Men kill’d and 17 wounded, The 6th the 
Enemy made a great Fire from their Cannon and 
Mufquets, but didkaee kill us one Man; and we car- 
ried on our Approaches within 70 Paces of the Co- 
vert- Way. e Night following, the Befieged made 
a Sally with 300 Men, but were repuls'd with great 
Lofs. The 8th nothing pafs'd worth Notice. The 
goth we receiv’d Advice, that the Reinforcement of 
Men we expect, will be here the 19th or 2oth In- 
ftant. The roth the Befieged made a great Fire from 
their Artillery, and did confiderable Damage to our 
Works, kill’d 12 of our Men and wounded 20. In 
the Afternoon 2 of the Enemy’s Frigates came into 
theBay. Laft Night we finifh’d our 2 parallel Lines ; 
and repair'd the 
Place bad done to our Works. To day (the 11th) 
the Enemy made a greater Fire from their Artillery 
than they had done before, yet kill'd buc 11 of our 
Men and wounded 19 ; and they having made no 
Sally in 3 days paft, we have carried on our Ap- 
proaches yery near to the Covert-Way: And ‘tis 
given out we fhall make a general Affault upon their 
Works immediately after the arrival of our Rein- 
forcements. Three of the Enemy’s Frigates are cruifing 
in the Bay. 
Frém the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 6. 

Madrid, Jan.15. The Reinforcements defign’d for 
the Army before Gibraltar, confifting of 4 Battalions, 
2 Regiments of Dragoons,and 200Grenadiers,French ; 
and 2 Regiment of Spaniards, began their March the 
sth inftant from the Borders of the Tagus and Duero, 
but cannot arrive in the Camp till the end of the 
Month. “Fhe Baron de Pointis having caus’d the 
Ships of his Squadron to be laid up within the Pun- 
tals at Cadix, repair'd to the Camp before Gibraltar, 
and from thence is come hither, and has made Re- 
port to the King of the Progrefs made in that Siege : 
He has told him, thafethe Befiegers are in Want of 
all things neceffary for the Work they are upon, and 
that they can make nothing of it, unlefs they are 
fupplied with fufficient Reinforcements and Ammu- 
nition : Whereupon the Court has given new Orders, 
for haftening the March of the Troops, and the fend- 
ing of Ammunitions from the Places neareft to Gi- 
braktar.

From the Duke of Vendome’s Camp before Verue, 
Jan. 19. The abundance of Snow latcly fallen has 
very much retarded this Siege; and {everal days and 
nights have been {pent in emptying the Tresiches of 
it. Weare now incommoded with Rain, which has 
melted the Snow and {well’d the Po fo high, that ‘tis 
at prefent impoffible for us to pafs over and attack 
the Duke of Savoy in his Camp at Crefcentino. We 
are employ’d in draining our Lrenches. The Count 
d’Eftain has been for fome days between Turin and 
Chivazzo, with a Body of Horfe and 6 Baitallions, 
but hecannot fubfift long there for want of Provifions. 

from the Amfterdam Courant, dated Feb. 7. 

From the Camp bofore Verue, Jan. 24. We have 
rais'\d Batteries againft the 3d Wall of this Place, the 
Breaches in the 2 loweft being large enough ; buc 
the continual bad Weather and particularly the 
Snows have been fo great a Hindrance to us, that 14 
Days have been {pent in doing little elfe than empty- 
ing our Trenches. We muft have better Weather 
before we can hope to make any great Ule of our 
Artillery ; mean while we expec a further Supply of 
Cannon, Bullets, Bombs, and Powder. We have 


‘not vemtur'd to make a Lodgement on the Breach 


in the 2d Wall, for fear of the Enemy's Mines ; being 
affur'd by Deferters, that there are 1 5 Mines between 
the Foot of that Breach and the Infide of the 3d 
Wall, fome of which they do not defign to {pring till 
we fhall have rais’d a Battery on the faid Breach. 
The Duke of Vendome, will not hazard a general 
Siorm, being defirous to {pare his Men as much as 
poflible ; but propofes, when the Weather is tolerable 
to attack a Work that defends the Bridge of Com- 
muntcation between the Place and the Camp of 
Crefcentino ; which if he can tarry, he makes fure 
Account the Befiegers will of themfelves furrender 
foon after. General Staremberg is pafs’d through 
Genoa, in Order to go to the Imperial Troops that 
are on the Frontiers of the Trentin and-the Mantu- 
an. Our Horfe that made a Motion towards Turin, 
are ar prefent extended along the fide of the Po, to 
hinder the Pafflage of Boats with Provifions down to 
Verue from Turin: So that the Enemy mutt fapply 
themfelves with all they may wanr, by Land-Car- 
riage. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Feb. 6. 

Amfierdam, Feb. 6. The fretheft Letters from Italy 
afford the following Particulars concerning the Siege 
of Verne. 

The Duke of Vendome having Reafon to appre- 
hend it would be too dangerous an Attempt to make 
a general Affault upon Verue, becaufe the Breaches 
made in the Place, tho’ they are large, are very diffi- 
cult to mount, and every Foot of the Ground is un- 
dermin’d ; has determin’d to take another Courfe, 
and that is, tu form a Camp over againft Crefcentino. 
The Troops defign'd for that Service, are already 
on their March; fome come from the Duke dela 
Feuillade’s Quarters, by theWalley of Aofte ; others 
are drawn out of the Garrifons of Ivrea, Cazal, and 
divers other Places. His Royal Mighnefs, being well 
inform’d of this Defign and cf thefe Motions, is re- 

olv’d to reinforce his Camp at Crefcentino with 5000 
Men, drawn out of Nice, Turin, Coni, and other 
Garrifons.: * The Duke of Vendome has attack’d the 
Fort that covers the Head of the Bridge of Commu- 
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nication, but has been repals’d with lofs. His Army 
is miferably ruin’d by the Cold; he will have enough 


‘to do to reftore it to a vigorous State. The two 


Armies in the Breffan do nothing confiderable; they 
only bear up one a and deprive 
r of what Forrage they can. 
“he the Siege of Gibraltar, the Letters from 
Spain of the 14th of January advife, that the Garri- 
fon had made feveral very bold Salleys; and that the 
Befiegers will hazard nothing till the Arrival of the 
Reinforcements they expect; that all the Troops on 
the Frontier of Portugal are marching to them, ex- 
cept fo many as are judg’d neceffary for the Defence 
of the Places of Importance on the faid Frontier. 
Thefe Letters add, that befides thefe Reinforcements 
a Squadron is wanted to block up Gibraltar by Sea, 
without which all other Efforts will be fruitlefs ; and 
that the Baron de Pointis is gone from Cadix to Ma- 
drid, by Order from Court, to concert new Meafures 
there on that Subject,and to receive freth Inftructions.. 
Some Letters from France fay, that 3 Regiments 
of the Forces employ’d in Languedoc, that were 
marching for Iraly, have been countermanded, the 
Camifars beginning to grow formidable again. And 
tis reported there has been Action between them 
and the King’s Troops, in which the latter were 
rited. 
Letters from the Camp of the Imperialifts ar 
Gavardo, dated Jan. 23. which are juft come to our 
Hands by the Poft from Germany, confirm, that the 
French having atrack’d the Fort that covers the 
Bridge of Verue, have been twice repuls'd with con- 
ble Lofs.

Milan, Jan.22. The Garrifon of Verue defend them- 
felves ftrenuoully ; they made a Sally, a few days ago, 
upon the Quarter of the Befiegers Grenadiers, and kill'd 
many of them ; at the fame time they fpryng a Mine, 
which blew up a little Fort with a certain Number of 
Spaniards that were pofted in it. We have receiv'd 
Letters, by which we learn, thatthe Duke of Vendome

his Men were beaten off twice with very great 
pon he has form’d a new Proje& againft 
the Enemy's Camp at Crefcentino. Te rsth the Gene- 
rals de las Torres and Colmenero arriv’d here from the 
Camp before Verue; they report that many Soldiers 
perifh in that Camp, purely by the extream Rigour of 
the Weather. 


‘They write from Bafil the 29th of January, that 
the greareft Part of the Duke of Vendome’s Miners 
being kill’d; moft of his Soldiers being fick or dif- 
abled with the tedious Fatigues they have under- 
gone, and the Severity of the Seafon; And the great 
Snows that had falfen having mightily increas'd the 
Difficulty of taking the Place; they were impatient 
to learn what Courfe the Duke of Vendome would 
take, becaufe the Advices they had receiv’d relating 
to the Siege were various, (cho’ they all agreed in his 
Obftinacy, if that would avail, to make himfelf 
Matter of the Place,) fume faying he would endea- 
vour to take the Fort thac fecures the Head of the 
Bridge over the Po, orhers that he would attack the 
Duke of Savoy’s Camp at Crefcentino, or cut off his 
Communicarion with Turin, or wait to be joyn’d by 
the Reinforcements he expedts from Savoy.

Aofte, Jan. 22. The French are drawing out off§a- 
voy and Daupbine all the Troops they can mnfter ; 
but as the Ways ate now, they cannot poifibly pafs to 
their Army: "Tis talk’d 2000 Men are already come 
to the Foor of the little St. Bernard, but they can pro- 
ceed no further, and muft make a hard hhift to get 
SubGftance there till rhe Weather changes and facili- 
tates fome Paffage to th 

From the Paris Letter, dated Feb. 2. 

Part, Feb. 2. The Letters from Piemont tell us, 
that our Men before Verue are employ’d in repairing 
their Works, which were damag’d by the melting of 
the Snows; that the Count d’ Eftain was march’d, 
towards Galfo above Chivazzo, with all the Cavalry 
and 6000 Foor ; and that our Huffars having made 
an Excurfion to uic very Gates of Tutin, took a 


Major and feveral other Officers Prifoners ; which 
put the Inhabitants of Turin irito fo great a Confter- 
nation, that the Duke of Savoy found it neceffary to 
fend back 2 Regiments thither for the better Security 
of the Place. Letters from Spain of the 21ft of laft 
Month iriform us, that 16000 Piftoles were remitted 
tothe Marquis de Thoui in the Camp before Gibral- 
tar, for paying the Soldiers ; who ’tis faid will be 
more regularly paid for the Future. Monfieur de 
Pointis was return’d to the faid Camp, whither 3000 
Men that had ferv’d on board his Ships were march- 
ing : When the other Reinforcements that are order- 
ed thither are arriv'd, ‘tis reckon’d the Army will 
confift of 15000 Men, all Veterans. 

The Swils Troops that are quarter’d on the Up- 
per Rhine, are order’d to march down to the Ne- 
therlands, as foon as the Seafon will permit. This 
day the King held a Chappel in the Parith-Church of 


Verfailles, when all the Marthals of France that were — 


not Knights of the Holy Ghoft were dighified with 
that Order ; the Marfhal de Catinat excepted, who 
abfolutely refus’d thac Honour, making no Scruple 
to declare that he could not undertake to give the
